(•OLD -BRICKER  social  unit] 
has  been  charged  by  the  Inter- 
organization  Council  Penal  Court  j 
with  four  rule  infractions,  and  j 
will  be  brought  to  trial  Thurs- 
day. 

The  trial,  which  is  open  to  j 
all  students,  is  scheduled  for  ] 
Thursday  at  8 p.m.  in  room  134, 
Smith  Fieldhouse,  according  to 
Virgil  Anderson,  prosecuting  at- 
torney for  the  IOC  Penal  Court. 

The  official  charge  against 
the  Brickers  was  made  last  Fri- 
day after  several  complaints 
from  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers were  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  IOC. 

THE  INTER- SOCIAL  Unit 
Council  last  week  drew  up  a 
complaint  against  the  Brickers 
cl^ging  the  unit  with  infrac- 
tion of  the  administration's  rule 
against  participating  in  initia- 
tion activities  between  10:30 
p.m.  and  6 a.m.  on  school  nights. 
The  Brickers  had  reportedly 
taken  some  pledges  on  a one- 
way ride  in  the  mountains  on  a 
Thursday  night. 

Another  complaint  against 
the  Bricker  unit  came  to  the 
administration  From  a forest 
ranger  who  was  roused  late  at 
night  by  Bricker  pledges  who 
wished  to  use  his  telephone. 
They  had  been  let  out  of  a car 
in  American  Fork  Canyon  in 
sub-zero  weather.  The  ranger's 
concern  was  for  the  boys'  safety 
in  the  cold  weather. 


A SIGNED  staUment  from 
five  Bricker  pledges  that  they 
Were  taken  on  a one-way  ride 
to  American  Fork  Canyon  and  ] 
left  there  last  week  is  in  the, 
possession  of  Dr.  Henry  L.  Isak- 
sen.  student  coordinator. 

The  several  complaints  were 1 
compiled  by  Karl  Snow.  IOC  j 
president  and  submitted  to  the 
IOC  Penal  Court  last  Thursday. 
Anderson,  as  IOC  Court  prose- 
cutor, filed  the  offical  charge 
against  the  unit. 

THE  FOUR  violations  In  the 
charge  concern  initiation  rules, 


set  up  by  the  administration, 
stating  that  there  must  be  no 
interference  with  classes,  that 
all  activities  must  be  scheduled 
with  the  student  coordinator's 
office,  that  no  activities  are  al- 
lowed between  10:30  p.m.  and 
6 a.m.  on  school  nights,  and 
that  no  public  displays  arc  al- 
lowed. 

Brickers  are  being  prosecuted 
under  the  old  IOC  Penal  Court 
system  as  the  new  IOC  Court 
has  not  yet  been  approved  by 
the  administration.

Desecration  Ruling  Doesn't  Apply  to  Georgia?? 

ATLANTA  (AP) — 1 The  Senate  adopted  Monday  and  sent  to 
Gov.  Marvin  Griffin  his  interposition  resolution  declaring  void 
the  1954  U S.  Supreme- Court  decision  outlawing  segregation  in 
the  public  schools. 

The  measure,  called  for  by  the  Democratic  governor  10  days 
ago  in  a special  address,  was  approved  by  the  Senate  39-0.  Last 
week  it  passed  the  House  179-1.  The  resolution  asserts  that  Geor- 
gia is  not  bound  by  the  Supreme  Court  decision. 

Unions  Say  GOP  Has  Edge 

MIAMI  BEACH.  Fla.  (AP)— AFL  -CIO  political  strategists 
have  decided  that  "the  Republicans  will  have  an  edge”  in  the  1956 
presidential  race  regardless  of  whether  President  Eisenhowr  de- 
cides to  run  again. 

A major  reason  for  this  appraisal  is  that  Eisenhower's  recom- 
mendation for  increased  spending  for  schools,  housing,  social  se- 
curity. health  and  roads  have  "to  a large  extent  deprived  the  Dem- 
ocrats of  some  of  their  most  appealing  issues." 

Soviets  Frown  on  Foreign  Troops  in  Mid-East 
MOSCOW  (AP) — The  Soviet  Union  issued  a warning  Monday 
! night  against  the  use  of  any  foreign  troops  in  the  Middle  East  with- 
out a prior  agreement  and  U.N.  approval.  This  country  said  aqy 
expansion  of  "aggressive  activities”  in  the  area  will  fall  within  the 
Soviet  orbit  of  interest.

He  has  written  several 
books,  including  "Unto  the 
Hills,”  "This  Day  and  Always.” 
"And  the  Spoken  Word."  "At 
This  Same  Hour,"  and  "Tonic 
for  Our  Times." 

HIS  MANY  secular  activities 
include  positions  as  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association  and 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents of  the  University  of  Utah 
since  1950.  writing  sermonettes 
as  features  for  King  Features 
Syndicate,  directing  of  the  Da- 
vid W.  Evans  advertising  ag- 
ency . and  directing  Temple 
Square  tourist  programs  since 
,1947. 

He  traveled  this  summer  with 
the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir 
on  their  tour  of  Europe.

Saxon  Kings' 
History  Given 

(Ed.  Note:  This  article  is  first 
in  a series  featuring  BYU  so- 
cial units.)  , 

The  Saxons  were  originally 
formed  in  1952,  but  had  to  go 
inactive  during  the  1954-55 
school  year  due  to  its  members 
going  on  missions  and  going  in- 
to the  service. 

When  the  unit  went  inactive 
in  1954,  it  was  the  second  time 
! that  most  of  its  members  were 
lost  to  missions  and  the  service. 
The  Saxons  faced  the  same  sit- 
uation in  1952,  but  there  were 
a few  members  remaining,  so 
the  unit  stayed  active. 

When  started  in  1952,  under 
the  direction  of  faculty  spon- 
sor W.  Cleon  Skousen,  the  Sax- 1 
ons  presented  a long  line  of 
unusual  activities  and  services 
to  the  school. 

The  Saxons  were  left  with 
only  one  member  when  they 
went  inactive  in  1954.  The  one 
member  was  the  valedictorian  of 
the  1955  graduating  class. 

The  unit  was  re-organized  un- 
der the  name  of  the  Saxon 
Kings  the  spring  quarter  of 
1955,  again  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Cleon  Skousen. 

The  Saxon  Kings  are  pattern- 
ed after  the  original  houses  of 
Saxon  during  the  reign  of  King 
Arthur.  These  houses  were  rul- 
ed by  great  kings,  such  as  Garth 
and  Ivanhoe.  The  traditions  and 
rituals  were  adapted  from  the 
ceremonies  of  these  ancient 
kings  as  depicted  by  Scott.
